They wore nothing H not introspsotive, Now, 
it is upqnostionably a good thing to keep a atrict 
watoh ovar the workings of -our’ iamer life, bot 
this watoh, howseover vigilant, is mo way an 
equivalont for virtue, Thid.is the confusion in 
which youth is peculiarly apt to fall. Ho has to 
begin with a natural aptitude for the practive'of 
introspection, because he places’ an .exéoasive 
value upon himself, aud exaggerates the gran 
things that ho is destined to do in the world 
Thus'he ig in danger of becoming ‘morally a 
valetudinarian, and of mistaking as a sigo oi 
moral strength, what in_reality-are symptoms 
of disease.- A thoroughly sound and healthy 
nature like that of Scott strikes upop men in 
this fame of'mind as “morally depressing,” 
bocanse of that Jack of solf-consciousness which 
ja the evidenco of health, ‘They spoak of it 
Blightingly, as floficiont in spiritaolity.
